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IMPORTANT 


All taxpayers should read the following requirements 
and comply with them: 


Section 36, Chapter 92, Revised Statutes of Maine, 1954: 


“Before making an assessment, the Assessors shall give 
reasonable notice in writing to the inhabitants, by posting 
in some public place in town or shall notify them, in such 
other ways as the town at its Annual Meeting directs, to 
make and to bring in to them true and perfect lists of their 
polls and all their estates, real and personal not by law 
exempt from taxation, of which they were possessed on 
the first day of April of the same year. If any resident 
owner, after such notice, does not bring in such lists, he 
is thereby barred of his right to make application to the 
Assessors or the County Commissioners for any abatement 
of his taxes, unless he offers such list with the application 
and satisfies them that he was unable to offer it at the 
time appointed.” 


DOGS REQUIRING LICENSE 


Owners or keepers of dogs over six months old, must 
procure a license annually, before April 1st. Any person 
becoming the owner or keeper of a dog after the first 
day of April, not duly licensed as herein required, shall 
within ten days after he becomes the owner or keeper of 
said dog, cause said dog to be described and licensed.

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TOWN MANAGER’S 
REPORT 


To the Officers and Citizens of Corinth: 


When one is making a report of this nature, he cannot 
help but ask “Is it good, or bad.” In most cases, there is 
some of each. 


On the “bad” side of the Report, as you are all aware, 
we have had a very expensive season on snow and ice con- 
trol, both the latter part of last winter, and so far this 
winter. This is reflected in the nearly $4,000. overdraft on 
Winter Roads. Also on the bad side, Taxes came a little 
slower. Several paid both their old and 1962 taxes. Others 
either through indifference or necessity, went behind an- 
other year’s tax. 


On the “good” side of this Report, the shoe manufactur- 
ing program is progressing steadily under the manage- 
ment of Mr. Teele, and Training School instructress Mrs. 
Pelkie, and their superiors. At present there are 41 em- 
ployees working at the Grange Hall, and a class of 12 
trainees — training for work. The company is exploring 
the possibilities of expanding this operation. A non-profit 
committee has has been formed and incorporated under 
the name of Corinth Development Corporation. This Cor- 
poration is ready to negotiate with the shoe company, in 
regard to a permanent building. Some of our citizens be- 
lieve that the Town is to be responsible for the expense of 
building a shoe factory. The truth is this — the Municipal- 
ity of Corinth will not have any financial responsibility 
after the shoe company moves out of the Grange Hall, 
and most of the expense that we have incurred there will 
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be paid back by the shoe company and the State as rent. 
If anyone has questions, please ask some of us that have 
been connected with this deal from the start. 


In the warrant this year is an article regarding a Build- 
ing and Zoning Code. Please give this article a lot of real 
serious thought. Several of your townsmen have given 
their time to its development because they can see the 
need for it. This Ordinance is quite mild, and is written 
with peoples’ safety and well being in mind, as well as 
trying to keep cheap shacks, and poorly constructed trailer 
camps out. Let’s get organized before Corinth gets hurt, 
as some other towns have. Talk with some of the leading 
citizens of any of the smaller towns that have a similar 
Ordinance. 


It is quite definite that there will be a Laundromat, 
and a Bowling Alley built in Corinth this summer. In all 
probability one of several Banking Companies will open a 
branch bank here. 


Mrs. Snow joins me in saying “thanks” for the fine co- 
operation we have received this past year, from both our 
Officers and Citizens.

To these programs the members of the Corinth Health 
Council have made a most valuable contribution by their 
able assistance. 


Many of the services that have been given by your pub- 
lic health nurse do not lend themselves to statistical tabu- 
lation. Because of her continuing contact with individuals 
and families in their homes, in the school and in the com- 
munity, she has the opportunity to act as a health coun- 
selor. Every phase of the health program involves her in 
some way. In her home visiting she sees the family as a 
whole. Accurate observation and knowledge of the home 
situation and family attitudes enables the nurse to better 
relate her teaching to needs. Activities include (1) giving 
or teaching nursing care and rehabilitation care, under the 
direction of the family physician; (2) guidance to par- 
ents before and after the birth of their children; (3) inter- 
preting community and State facilities to patients and en- 
couraging them to use these facilities pertinently; and (4) 
working with other professions and community health 
groups in studying, planning and putting into action com- 
munity health programs. 


Your public health nurse would appreciate being notified 
of any health problems within families of your community 
where she could be of service.

It is a real pleasure and privilege to give you an account 
of the Morison School. We are enjoying another successful 
year of instruction for your boys and girls. The morale of 
this school is exceptionally good thanks to the leadership 
of Mrs. Ada McCard, principal, Mr. Larry Pineo, assistant 
principal, and all members on the faculty. Parents can be 
assured that the instructional materials are the best that 
money can buy. But, we need to strengthen two content 
areas of instruction, mathematics and science. 

The science materials and equipment can be purchased 
through the National Defense Education Act which will 
pay 50% of the entire cost. In the field of mathematics we 
should offer algebra to all grade eight pupils who are 
capable of pursuing this course for at least one half of the 
school year. We should offer English literature and ad- 
vanced grammar to all pupils in grade eight who are 
capable of achieving this advanced work. The reason for 
accelerating these two subjects is to better prepare our 
boys and girls for high school work. 

Another change we plan to make is in grade one which 
concerns the method of teaching reading. The past years 
we have used what is known as the “Look See Method.” 
We expect to use the phonetic system beginning Septem- 
ber 1963. The reason for this change is to give greater em- 
phasis on word recognition, and accelerate the reading 
time by as much as six months to pupils who have marked 
ability in learning the skills of word recognition and pro- 
nunciation. The phonetic system was used on a national 
basis for many years and with success. It was suddenly 
dropped and replaced by the “Look See Method” on an 
experimental basis, which by national test scores has not 
produced the results as was anticipated. The one great 
problem in our whole educational system, and our weakest 
one is the inability of pupils to read with comprehension, 
and speed. Our high school] and college students are still 
confronted with this problem. It is now time we took 
stock of our own school situation and begin to remedy the 
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weakness in this most important subject. 

The generous gift of shrubbery to the school from the 
Corinth Garden Club last spring has truly beautified the 
front lawn of the school ground. The teachers, parents and 
all citizens connected with the school are grateful for this 
gift. While we are on the subject of the school building 
and grounds it is timely to thank also the taxpayers for 
providing sufficient funds to paint both the interior and 
exterior of the building. You have a good building. It 
must be kept in good repair. 

The town of Corinth is one of the five towns who have 
worked diligently and seriously for the formation of a 
School Administrative District. The one hundred and 
first legislature has legally cleared all roads to make this 
administrative change possible. The district when formed, 
will use the present facilities of East Corinth Academy for 
an area high school. In all sincerity this situation will 
make Corinth an educational center to serve at least eight 
or ten towns in this area of the county for secondary edu- 
caion. It is hoped that when the citizens of Corinth vote 
on this important educational matter they will give it 
overwhelming support. 

I would like to bring to the attention of all parents that 
we graduated twenty-nine pupils in June 1962. As of 
February first this year they are all in the freshman class 
at the Academy. This is an excellent record, one of the 
highest in the state. You may also be pleased to: learn that 
twenty-seven young men and women graduated from the 
academy in June 1962, statistics show that five from this 
class are furthering their education and are presently en- 
rolled in colleges and similar institutions to better prepare 
themselves for the days ahead. This record speaks well 
for the preparation these young people received in the 
academy. I hope it will be possible to give still greater 
emphasis to the preparation of our boys and girls in the

TOWN OF CORINTH 
February 1, 1961 to January 31, 1962 


An audit of the financial records of the Town of Corinth 
has been completed for the fiscal year ended January 31, 
1962. 


The examination included a review of cash transactions 
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as well as an analysis of available funds and expenditures. 
The results are incorporated in the following text, exhibits 
and schedules pertaining to the financial affairs of the 
town. 


The fiscal year’s operations showed that available funds 
exceeded expenditures by $2,556.54 per the following sum- 
mary:

RECOMMENDATIONS 


Officials bonds be considerably increased. This is not a 
reflection on the present officials, simply that the present 
coverage does not appear to be sufficient for the volume of 
work involved. 


ASSETS 


The cash balance of $16,894.61 was proved by recon- 
ciliation with statement furnished by the Newport Trust 
Company, verification of subsequent deposits and count of 
cash on hand. 

Other assets were reviewed to determine their correct- 
ness; lists of unpaid accounts are in agreement with ledger 
balances. 


LIABILITIES 


Insofar as could be determined, the only current liabil- 
ity was $2,300.00 due the Ministerial and School Fund. 


RESERVES AND SURPLUS 


The reserve for losses in taxes receivable is being main- 
tained on an estimated basis. 
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Balances carried forward totaled $1,969.51. This amount 
is comprised of the following accounts: Office Equipment 
$200.00, Civil Defense $375.00, Social Security Taxes 
$78.07, Doctor’s Subsidy $700.00, Education $366.44 and 
Dutch Elm Disease Control $250.00 


Unappropriated surplus decreased $1,098.09. Analysis 
of this account is shown on Exhibit E of the accompany- 
ing report. 


SCOPE OF AUDIT 


Town Clerk’s records were examined, insofar as per- 
tained to the financial operations of the town. 


Treasurers receipts and warrants were checked to de- 
termine the accuracy of recorded transactions. Cash re- 
ceipts were reconciled with bank deposits and warrants 
reconciled with checks issued. 


The 1961 assessment of property and poll taxes was 
proved and compared in detail with commitment to the 
collector. Copies of excise tax receipts were reviewed, 
added and test checked to the extent considered neces- 
sary. 


Recorded transactions in matured and unmatured tax 
liens were examined. 


Transactions in tax acquired property were examined. 


Accounts receivable originated from current year trans- 
actions. 


Trust fund resources, with exception of the Ministerial 
and School Fund, are held by agencies other than the 
town treasurer; a separate report of sucsh funds will be 
be submitted to the Trustees and Town Officials. 


In our opinion, subject to the foregoing comments, the 
accompanying exhibits and schedules fairly present the 
financial condition of the town as of January 31, 1962, and 
the results of its operations for the year then ended.

violations. (See 1954 R. S., C. 90-A, Sec. 3, IV.) 


Sec. 1. Scope. The provisions of this chapter shall 
apply to new construction, alterations and additions, 
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relocation and replacement of any building or part 
thereof. It is not the intent of this chapter to regulate 
strictly summer or seasonal homes; that is, dwellings 
designed for occupancy for less than three months. 


Sec. 2. Building Inspector. This chapter shall be 
administered by the Building Inspector who shall be 
appointed by the municipal officers. (1954 R. S., C. 
90-A, Sec. 3, IV, C, 2.) 


A. Inspection. The Building Inspector shall in- 
spect all buildings being constructed, altered, 
or relocated for the purpose of enforcing the 
provisions of this ordinance and all other local and 
State laws governing the construction, or alteration, 
of buildings. (1954 R. S., C. 90-A, Sec. 3, IV, C, 4.) 


B. Right of Entry. The Building Inspector, or his as- 
sistant, in the performance of his duties, may enter 
any building for the purpose of making the inspection 
required by this chapter. (1954 R. S., C. 90-A, Sec. 
3,,1V, C) 3.) 


Sec. 3. Permit. Before the construction, alteration, 
relocation, of any building or part thereof shall be 
commenced, the owner or lessee, or the architect, con- 
tractor or builder employed by such owner or lessee 
shall obtain from the building inspector a poe COV- 
ering such proposed work. 


A. Application. The application for the permit shall 
be in writing and shall be made in such form as the 
building inspector shall prescribe, and shall contain 
a description of the proposed new, altered or relocat- 
ed building. The application shall be filed with the 


board of assessors. 


B. Life of Permit. All building permits shall be 
void unless work thereunder is commenced within one 
year from the date of issuance. 
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Sec. 4. Fees. The fee shall be $2.00 for the first 
$1,000 or part thereof, and $1.00 for each additional 
thousand dollars of proposed work. 


Sec. 5. Size of Lot. No building, mobile home, or 
house trailer, shall be constructed upon or moved to 
a lot with an area of less than 10,000 square feet, 
with a frontage facing any street of not less than 100 
feet, and a depth of not less than 100 feet. 


A. Set-Back. No building shall be erected on a lot 
unless it shall be set back from the street line at least 
25 feet. 


B. Side Yard Width. No dwelling shall be set less 
than 20 feet from any adjoining lot line. ; 


C. Driveways. Each lot shall be provided with a 
driveway of not less than 10 feet in width. 


Sec. 6. Minimum Floor Area. No dwelling house 
shall be constructed that will enclose an area of less 
than 600 square feet of living space on the ground 
floor. “Living Space” shall mean actual enclosed space 
suitable for year ‘round occupancy and shall not in- 
clude porches, patios and similar areas whether or 
not enclosed. 


The provisions of this section are designed to pro- 
hibit the construction and use of shacks. 

Sec. 7. . Foundations. Except when erected upon 
hardpan or solid rock, all buildings shall be set on a 
masonry foundation wall carried one foot below frost 
line, or upon a poured concerete slab at least four 
inches (4”) thick. Masonry walls and concrete slabs 
shall rest upon solid ground or leveled rock, or on 
piles or ranging timbers when solid earth or rock is 
not found. Foundation walls shall be not less than 6 
inches thick. 


Sec. 8. Minimum Construction Standards. All build- 
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ings materials used and practices followed in the con- 
struction of buildings shall conform to the generally 
accepted standards of good practice. 


1. Wooden columns in basements or cellars shall 
rest on rigid masonry or metal footings which extend 
at least six inches above the floors. 


2. All wooden beams and joists shall be trimmed 
away from flues and chimneys so that there shall be 
not less than two inches from the outside face of the 
chimney. mii 


Sec. 9. Exterior Finish. The exterior walls shall be 
finished with a covering of clapboards, wood siding, 
wood or asphalt or asbestos shingles, masonry or brick 
or stone or other approved material. Such covering 
shall be cmpleted within 3 years after the outside 
studding is in place. Tarred paper or tarred felt or 
similar substances shall not be used unless complete- 
ly hidden from view by the finished exterior wall cov- 
ering. 

Sec. 10. Chimneys. Every building shall have a 
chimney constructed of solid masonry units or of re- 
inforced concrete and shall have walls not less than 
four inches thick. Prefabricated chimneys are also per- 
missible. 


A. Chimney Liners. Chimneys shall be lined with 
approved fire clay or tile flue liners. 


B. Chimney Height. Chimneys shall extend not less 
than two feet above any adjacent roof ridge on the

Sec. ll. Electrical Installation. Electrical installa- 
tions shall be in strict conformance with the National 
Electrical Code. 


Sec. 12. Plumbing. All plumbing and sewage dis-

A. Privy Vaults Prohibited. Privy vaults and similar 
systems including open sewage drains are prohibited.

IMPORTANT 


All taxpayers should read the following requirements 
and comply with them: 


Section 36, Chapter 92, Revised Statutes of Maine, 1954: 


“Before making an assessment, the Assessors shall give 
reasonable notice in writing to the inhabitants, by posting 
in some public place in town or shall notify them, in such 
other ways as the town at its Annual Meeting directs, to 
make and to bring in to them true and perfect lists of their 
polls and all their estates, real and personal not by law 
exempt from taxation, of which they were possessed on 
the first day of April of the same year. If any resident 
owner, after such notice, does not bring in such lists, he 
is thereby barred of his right to make application to the 
Assessors or the County Commissioners for any abate- 
ment of his taxes, unless- he offers such list with the ap- 
plication and satisfies them that he was unable to offer 
it at the time appointed.” 


DOGS REQUIRING LICENSE 


Owners or keepers of dogs over six months old, must 
procure a license annually, before April 1st. Any person 
becoming the owner or keeper of a dog after the first 
day of April, not duly licensed as herein required, shall 
within ten days after he becomes the owner or keeper of 
said dog, cause said dog to be described and licensed.

Feb. 28, 1963—Called to Hudson. Warren Strout’s home. 
Completely destroyed when we arrived. Kenduskeag and 
Glenburn were also called. ( 1 hour). 


April 5, 1963—Myron Chesley. Chimney fire. No dam- 
age, but was a real mean one. (13 hrs. ) 


April 21, 1963—Chimney fire. Frank Brooks. No dam- 
age. (1 hr.) 


April 28, 1963—Dump fire. (hr. ) 


May 3, 1963—Evelyn Hill. Burning an old junk car 
near buildings. No damage. (3 hr.) 


May 9, 1963—Preble Place. Grase fire. Burned over 
two acres. (24 hrs.) 


June 1, 1963—Reginald Bell. House fire. This was a 
complete loss. The buildings were completely engulfed 
when discovered. A hot dry wind soon spread the flames 
and it was only a matter of minutes before the buildings 
were flat.

This 
was our first call under our new agreement, wherein we 
send a truck and small crew to Charleston when they 
leave town with both of their trucks. They in turn put a 
crew and truck in our station if and when we leave with 
both of our trucks. 


July 20, 1963—Car fire on main road. Car owned by 
Harold Williams of Charleston. Caught fire from newly 
lined brakes. Caused two flat tires from the heat. No 
damage to car (4 hr.) 


July 31, 1963—Car fire. Car owned by Willis Kneeland 
from Charleston. Was in front of Pages Store. (4 hr.) 

August 7, 1963—Harry Roach. Fire around chimney. 
Very hot. Slight water damage to a small section of the 
ceiling and wall. ($ hr.) 


August 9 and 10, 1963—Plane crash. First believed to 
be down in West Corinth area. It was finally found in 
the edge of Exeter. Had a very large turnout of firemen 
and townspeople. The fire department was complimented 
on its fine effort in this search by County Officials. The 
Penobscot County Civil Defense Mass Feeding Van was 
called and served coffee and doughnuts to the wet and 
weary searchers. This is a service by the county and 
does not cost the townspeople any money, other than 
the county tax, which must be paid by each town.

We were able to save one end of this large building. 
Lost in the blaze was some machinery, plus a quantity of 
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hay and straw. This hay and straw gave us some trouble 
before we finally could leave and return to the station. 
Water was hauled from Crooked brook. We also pumped 
from a farm pond on the property. Garland Department 
was called and helped in hauling water from the brook. 
(4 hrs. ) 


Sept. 27, 1963 — Used our smoke fan at a fire in Gar- 
land, at the Twin Brook Poultry Farm. (2 hrs.) 

October 8, 1963—Walter Davis. Chimney fire. No dam- 
age. (1 hr.) 


November 7, 1963 — Used our portable generator and 
flood light to assist Merle Boyer in splicing wires and 
getting electric service back in action sooner. 


November 16, 1963 — Ambulance call. Took Mrs. Hattie 
Mills to a Bangor hospital. (No time ) 


November 20, 1963—Ambulance call. Took Mrs. Tomp- 
kins, of Charleston, to the hospital at Bangor. She had 
a broken arm. (No time. ) 


November 26, 1963—Called to a fire on the Black Road. 
This was a small barn owned by Edgar Fitz. The build- 
ing was completely destroyed before being discovered. 
Kenduskeag was called first and in turn called us. Lost 
in the barn was a side delivery rake. (4 hr.) 


November 28, 1963—Earl Hitchborn farm. Chimney 
fire. A very hot one. Some damage to wall (14 hrs.) 


November 30, 1963—Ambulance call. Took Mrs. Frank 
Everett to the hospital. She suffered from a heart attack. 
Used the Resusciator to assist in breathing. (No time.) 


December 4, 1963—John McLaughlin. Chimney fire. 
No damage. (# hr. ) 


December 16, 1963—Charles Clark. Fire in wall behind 
the mantel. Had to remove part of the wall and mantel, 
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causing some damage. This fire was noticed in the nick 
of time. (1 hr.) 


December 19, 1963—Roscoe Higgins. Fire in the work 
shop. Started in the wall near the stove. Some damage 
to one wall and oen side of the roof. This could have been 
a bad one. A very cold night. Our new Frost Guard 
pump, purchased this past summer, proved a worthwhile 
asset on this fire. (2 hrs. ) 


December 20, 1963—Ted Higgins. Chimney fire. No 
damage. (4 hr. ) 


December 21, 1963—Vern Patten. Chimney fire. No 
damage. (7 hr.) 


December 27, 1963—Herbert Emery. Fire in the wall 
behind the heater stove. Had to remove a small section 
of the wall. Slight damage. (1 hr.) 


December 28, 1963 — Called to Clarence Strout’s. We 
offered what assistance we could in the tragic death of 
Mr. Strout, in a woods accident. 


January 2, 1964—Joe Richards, Charleston. Chimney 
fire. Burned a section of the roof near the chimney. Some 
slight water damage. We were called to this one due to 
a mistake in the call. (4 hr.) 


The fire department would like to thank all citizens 
of the town for their fine support. As fire chief, I would 
like to personally thank all members of the department 
for their splendid cooperation and spirit. 

We have answered 33 calls to date. One to Hudson, 
two to Charleston and one to Garland. Five were ambu- 
lance calls and one was for a search party for a downed 
aircraft. 

So far this year, we have filled and recharged, at no 
cost, 29 fire extinguishers. We also made several in- 
spections of chimneys, etc. We also held fire drills at 
both the high school and grade school. The department 
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is very pleased to announce that the trustees have seen 
fit to install a much needed fire alarm system and second 
fire escape at the Academy. 

We have added some much needed equipment to the 
department. Mainly, a new pump on the Ford truck. 
Our old pump was badly worn and keeping it repaired 
was a problem. Also, we have a 2500 watt, portable gener- 
ator, a flood light, and a smoke fan. This last has proven 
invaluable, since we have had it. 

It has been the aim of the fire department to render 
service to all who called and needed it. We do our best 
to keep the loss by fire as low as possible. Let’s all help 
“Keep Maine Green’.

To the Corinth School Committee, town officials, and 
the parents I present this account of the Morison Me- 
morial School. 

This year the school has instituted a different approach 
to the teaching of reading. This approach is different 
from other leading series in that it introduces phonics at 
the very beginning of the first grade. Because it is a com- 
plete program that includes all other good reading skills 
in addition to phonics, pupils who learn to read by this 
method excel not only in reading independence but also 
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in tluency and comprehension. The progress being made 
to date with this program is most gratifying. 

The Morison School continues to operate in a harmon- 
ious atmosphere that is evident to anyone who enters the 
building. We are most fortunate to have the entire regu- 
lar faculty return for the second year. It is most impera- 
tive that a school maintain a stable, happy faculty and 
this can be done only by providing good working condi- 
tions and competitive salaries which the town in the past 
has done and must continue to do. This town has on the 
staff of the elementary school two teachers, Mrs. Alice 
Whitney and Mrs. Ada McCard who have each given a 
lifetime of service to this town. To my knowledge only 
one other teacher in the state who is presently teaching 
has taught more years than Mrs. Whitney. This record is 
one of which Corinth may be proud. 

The school is presently purchasing new books which 
include the latest information in the areas of science and 
history in order that our instruction can be up to date. 
Reference books of ten years ago are now out dated by 
new advances and social change. Several hundred dollars 
have been spent under the National Defense Education 
Act to purchase science materials and it is necessary to 
spend equal amounts each year to implement this weak 
area. | 

The elementary school graduated: thirty pupils and 
twenty-nine of these are now attending high school. Of 
the ten Corinth students who graduated from East Corinth 
Academy, two have gone on to a post-secondary school. 

It is most gratifying to work with a co-operative and 
interested school board and I feel that the people of 
Corinth can pride themselves in their good school system.

January 31, 1962 to January 31, 1963 


An audit of the financial records of the Town of Cor- 
inth has been completed for the fiscal year ended January 
31, 1963. 


The examination included a review of cash transactions 
as well as an analysis of available funds and expendi- 
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tures. The results are incorporated in the following text, 
exhibits and schedules pertaining to the financial affairs 
of the town. 

The fiscal year’s operations showed that available funds 
exceeded expenditures by $715.86 per the following sum- 
mary:

The major lapsed overdraft occurred in the snow re- 
moval account. 


ASSETS 


The cash balance of $4,139.21 was proved by reconcilia- 
tion with statement furnished by the Newport Trust Com- 
pany, verification of subsequent deposits and count of 
cash on hand at date of audit. 

Other assets were reviewed to determine their correct- 
ness; lists of unpaid accounts are in agreement with 
ledger balances. 


LIABILITIES 


Insofar as could be determined, the only current liabil- 
ity was $2,300.00 due the Ministerial and School Fund. 


RESERVES AND SURPLUS 


The reserve for losses in taxes receivable is being main- 
tained on an estimated basis. 

Balances carried forward reflects a net overdraft of 
$3,335.91. This amount is comprised of the following ac- 
counts: Unexpended Balances — Office Equipment 
$200.00, Civil Defense $500.00, Social Security Taxes 
$92.19, Doctor’s Subsidy $700.00, Robyville Road $150.00 
and Dutch Elm Disease Control $89.60; Overdrafts — 
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Education $2,267.47 and Grange Hall Account $2,800.23. 

The unappropriated surplus of $26,342.46 reflects a de- 
crease of $3,165.95. This decrease was due principally to 
appropriations from this account. Analysis of this account 
is shown on Exhibit E of the accompanying report. 


SCOPE OF AUDIT 


Town Clerk’s records were examined, insofar as per- 
tained to the financial operations of the town. 

Treasurers receipts and warrants were checked to de- 
termine the accuracy of recorded transactions. Cash re- 
ceipts were reconciled with bank deposits and warrants 
reconciled with checks issued. 


The 1962 assessment of property and poll taxes was 
proved and compared in detail with commitment to the 
collector. Copies of excise tax receipts were reviewed, 
added and test checked to the extent considered necess- 
ary. 

Recorded transactions in matured and unmatured tax 
liens were examined. 

Transactions in tax acquired property were examined. 

Accounts receivable originated from current year trans- 
actions. 


Trust fund resources, with exception of the Ministerial 
and School Fund, are held by agencies other than the 
town treasurer; a separate report of such funds will be 
submitted to the Trustees and Town Officials. 


In our opinion, subject to the foregoing comments, the 
accompanying exhibits and schedules fairly present the 
financial condition of the town as of January 31, 1963 
and the results of its operations for the year then ended.

To Edwin P. Snow, A Constable in the Town of Corinth, 
in the county of Penobscot, Greeting: 


In the name of the State of Maine, you are hereby re- 
quired to warn and notify the Inhabitants of the Town 
of Corinth, in said County, qualified by law to vote in 
Town affairs, to meet at the Town Hall, in said town, on 
Monday the sixteenth (16th) day of March A. D., 1964 
at seven-thirty (7:30) oclock in the afternoon, then and 
there to act on the following articles to wit: 


ARTICLE 
NO. 


1 To choose a moderator to preside at said meeting. 
2 To choose a Town Clerk for the ensuing year. 


3 To see if the town will accept the town report, sub- 
ject to audit. 


4 To see what sum of money the town will vote to pay 
the Selectmen, Assessors, and Overseers of the Poor, 
or act on anything relating thereto. 


5 To elect three Selectmen for the ensuing year. 


6 To elect three Assessors for the ensuing year.

To elect three Overseers of the Poor for the ensuing 
year. 


To elect one member of the Superintending School 
Committee to serve for three years. 


To elect a member of the Cemetery Trustees to serve 
for three years. 


To choose Constables, Sextons, Fence Viewers, a 
Fire Inspector, and all necessary officers. 


To see if the town will vote a date when taxes are 
due, and are payable, and a date from which inter- 
est may be charged. R. S. Chapter 14, Sec. 1, and 2. 


To see if the town will vote to give a discount for the 
early payment of taxes, fix a rate, and time allowed. 


To see if the town will vote to authorize the Select- 
men and Treasurer to withhold 20% of the amounts on 
Town Treasurers Warrants, for services rendered for 
the town by persons who are owing any taxes, until 
their taxes are paid. 


To see if the town will vote to enact, or adopt, the 
following Building Code Ordinance: 


BUILDING CODE OF THE TOWN OF CORINTH 


An ordinance to provide for safety, health, and 
public welfare through the regulation of construction, 
alteration, relocation and replacement of dwellings, 
and providing for permits. 


Sec. 1. Scope. The provisions of this chapter shall 
apply to new, construction, alterations and additions, 
relocation and replacement of any building or part 
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thereof. Does not apply to exterior painting, interior 
decoration or repairs to existing structures, (singling, 
re-siding, re-silling, etc.) It is not the intent of this 
chapter to regulate strictly summer or seasonal homes; 
that is, dwellings designed for occupancy for less 
than three months. 


Sec. 2. Building Inspector. This chapter shall be 
administered by the Building Inspector who shall be 
the Town Manager. 


A. Inspection. The Town Manager shall inspect 
all buildings being constructed, altered, or relocated 
for the purpose of enforcing the provisions of this 
ordinance and all other local and State laws govern- 
ing the construction, or alteration, of buildings. 


Sec. 3. Permit. Before the construction, altera- 
tion, relocation, of any building or part thereof shall 
be commenced, the owner or lessee, or the architect, 
contractor or builder employed by such owner or 
lessee shall obtain from the building inspector a per- 
mit covering such proposed work. There shall be no 
fee for permits. 


Sec. 4. Size of Lot. No dwelling, mobile home, 
or house trailer shall be constructed upon or moved 
to a lot with an area of less than 10,000 square feet, 
with a frontage facing any street of not less than 100 
feet, and a depth or not less than 100 feet. 


A. Side Yard Width. No dwelling or building 
shall be set less than 10 feet from any adjoining lot 
line without special permission. 


Sec. 5. Minimum Floor Area. No dwelling house 
shall be constructed that will enclose an area of less 
than 600 square feet of living space on the ground

floor. “Living Space” shall mean actual enclosed space 
suitable for year ‘round occupancy and shall not in- 
clude porches, patios and similar areas whether or 
not enclosed. 


Sec. 6. Minimum Construction Standards. All 
building materials used and practices followed in the 
construction of buildings shall conform to the general- 
ly accepted standards of good practice. 


Sec. 7. Exterior Finish. The exterior walls shall 
be finished with a covering of clapboards, wood sid- 
ing, wood or asphalt or asbestos shingles, masonry 
or brick or stone or other approved material. Such 
covering shall be completed within 3 years after the 
outside studding is in place. Tarred paper or tarred 
felt or similar substances shall not be used unless com- 
pletely hidden from view by the finished exterior 
wall covering. 


Sec. 8. Chimneys. Every dwelling shall have a 
chimney constructed of solid masonry units or of re- 
inforced concrete and shall have walls not less than 
four inches thick. Prefabricated chimneys are also 
permissible. 


To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise or appropriate or summer roads and bridges. 


To see if the town will vote to plow snow, and sand 
all roads acceptable to the State Highway Commis- 
sion, and raise or appropriate a sum of money for that 
purpose, or act on anything relating thereto. 


To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise 
or appropriate for State Aid Construction (in addi- 
tion to the amounts regularly raised for the care of

ways, highways and bridges) under the supervisions 
of Sections 44, 49, and 50, Chapter 23, Revised 
Statutes of 1954, as amended. 


To see if the town will vote to discontinue the two 
short pieces of road caused by the relocation of 
route No. 43 just East of Leroy Conner's residence, 
these sections of old route No. 43 are unused, and 
are numbered 1860 and 1861 on State Highway Map 
38-1, 10027. 


To see if the town will vote to discontinue the road 
from the driveway of the former homestead of the 
late Charles Crocker northerly to the Andrews place 
and meet the formerly discontinued road going further 
northerly. 


To see if the town will vote to purchase the cemetery 
road and right of way, across the property of O. L. 
Dow, Sr., for $200; this right of way is 50 feet wide 
and 540 feet long, more or less, and lies directly 
easterly of the Corinthian Cemetery, or act on any- 
thing relating thereto. 


To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise or appropriate to ditch and gravel the Prescott 
Road. 


To see if the town will vote to raise or appropriate 
$500 to repair and gravel the White School-house 
Road, from Route No. 15 to Harry Osser’s place. 


To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise or appropriate for elementary school maintenance 
and repairs. 


To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise 
or appropriate for free high school.

To see if the town will vote to authorize the Super- 
intending School Committee to make a contract with, 
and pay the trustees of East Corinth Academy for 
the tuition of its pupils qualified to attend such a 
school. 


To see if the town will vote to authorize the forma- 
tion of a joint committee to consist of the Superin- 
tending School Committee and as equal number of 
the trustees of East Corinth Academy, said joint com- 
mittee to be empowered to select and employ the 
teachers for the Academy, to fix the salaries, to ar- 
range the courses of study, and to supervise the in- 
struction, and to formulate and enforce proper regu- 
lations pertaining to other educational activities of 
the school, as provided in Section 96, of Chapter 37, 
Revised Statutes of 1944.

To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise 
or appropriate for Town Officers. 


To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise 
or appropriate for Public Nursing in Corinth. Said 
sum to be expended by the Maine Department of 
Health and Welfare, Bureau of Health, for local 
service. 


To see if the town will vote to reappropriate the 
$150.00 balance, to be expended by the Corinth 
Health Council for the Dental Hygiene Program in 
the elementary school; any unexpended balance to 
be put in a fund to be used by the Health Council, 
as they see advisable.

by the Selectmen, in behalf of the inhabitants of the 
town, purporting to convey interest of the town.

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You will give notice that the Selectmen will be in 
session at the Town Office, in said Town at seven o'clock 
in the afternoon on March 16th, the day of said meeting, 
for the purpose of correcting the list of voters.
